Subject: Williamsport Snow Removal Plan for Pending Snow Storm’s 
 The following is the Town of Williamsport Snow Plan than will be placed in effect when a snow 
storm is pending. No Parking Signs will be posted for every storm as follows - Snow will be plowed on 
East and West Church Street and East and West Frederick Street to the center of the street.  On 
Artizan Street there will be no parking on the West side of the street.  Snow will be plowed to the West 
side and will be removed after the storm.  There will also be no parking on the South side of Sunset 
Street and on Potomac Street.  Snow will be plowed to the vacant side of these streets and it will be 
removed after the storm.  There will be no parking on the East side of South Conococheague Street 
from Salisbury Street to Sunset Street and also on South Vermont Street. There will be no parking on 
either side North Conococheague Street from Salisbury Street to Potomac Street.  

We are sorry for any inconvenience this may cause but we appreciate your cooperation in our 
attempts to clear the snow in a timely manner.  If you have any questions concerning these 
arrangements please call me at Town Hall 301-223-7711.

Town Historian, Maurice Snyder, takes “A Look Back” 
Flood of March 18, 1936 

This year marks 74 years since one of the worst floods in Williamsport’s history – The 1936 Flood.  
Rushing waters surged relentlessly down the Potomac River, touching at least seven towns along the 
great Potomac River and making hundreds homeless.  The roaring waters splintered small buildings, 
swept houses, bridges and livestock away and left desolation and destruction in its wake.  The 
Potomac River reached a height of 40 fee, two feet above its highest mark during the Johnstown 
Flood of 1889.  These measurements can be seen on the side of the Cushwa Warehouse building at 
the C&O Canal.  The Potomac Edison Power Plant was forced to shut down and Williamsport was 
plunged into darkness.  Pictures, at the Town Museum, of the 1936 Flood shows the river up to the 
Route 11 Bridge, covering the River Bottom and reaching to the base of the Bollman Bridge (West 
Salisbury Street, entrance to River Bottom).   
Our Town Historian will celebrate his 96 birthday on March 4, his address is 141 South Artizan 
Street, Williamsport MD 21795.
